We’ll never have enough space to fully encapsulate all 
of the people, places, and events that have made Durham 
what it is today. While Durham is ever-changing, its 
foundation was built by those bold enough to dream and 
brave enough to be different. Here are some notable date 


Dr. Bartlett Durham offered a four-acre 
tract of his land to the North Carolina 
Railroad to build a station. The railroad 
went on to name the stop after Durham 
in his honor. He is for whom the city 
is named. 



The City of Durham was incorporated on April 
10, 1869 by the General Assembly. In 2019, we’ll 
celebrate the 150th anniversary of the incorporation, n 


TheAmerican Tobacco Company was founded by J.B. Duke. 
At its inception, the company produced more than 90 percent 
-of the cigarettes made in the US. Today, the factory has been 
'transformed into a live, work, and play destination. 


Trinity College moved from Randolph County to 
Durham, expanded to Duke University in 1924, and 
was situated where Duke’s East Campus is located today. 


John Merrick founded North Carolina Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, which is the largest 
and oldest African American-owned life 
insurance company in the nation today. 

A few years after its founding, M&F Bank 
became one of the nation’s strongest 
African American-owned and managed banks.

Once home to the largest tobacco 
company in the world, the iconic 
American Tobacco Campus has 
found new life today. The American 
Underground, one of 12 Google 
for Entrepreneurs tech hubs in 
North America, launched in ATC 
in 2010 and helped Durham earn the 
earn the title of “Startup Capital of 
the South” by CNBC. Nearby, Black 
Wall Street remains a brick-clad 
reminder of entrepreneurship and 
ingenuity.
